LITTLE ROCK —tfP)— The State 


Utilities Commission asked the Ark- 
ansas Supreme Court Wednesday to 
recognize that the Louisiana-Nevada 
Transit company, fighting for 
the 


•tight to sell natural; gas in southwest 
Arkansas, 
"subjects 
itself to state 


regulation, on aU of its business as 
a public utility." 


The commission made this state- 


ment in a brief filed with Ihe court 
in connection with the Louisiana- 
Nevada's appeal from a Pulaski cir- 
cuit court decision revoking a com* 
mission order granting the company 
authority to compete In lhat section 
of Ihe slalc with the Arkansas Louis- 
iana Gas company. 


The Arkansas Louisiana company, 


the utilities commission said, "has re- 
peatedly gone on record that it does 
lot respect Ihe right of the state to 
egulate ils industrial business nor do^ 
es il purport to serve all Ihose desiring 
service, but lhat it selected 
such 


customers." 


The commission said in ruling on 


appeal that the court should be re- 
quired 
to "pass upon the public 


ulilily philosophy adopted 
by the 


state, acting through this department." 


It noted that the Louisiana—Nevada 


company rates "are much lower than 
any offered in 30 years of operating 
experience" of the Arkansas Louis- 
iana company. 


The commission added: 
"The very existence of these lower 


rates will make' exisling industries 
more profitable, will allract new in- 
dustries, and has already compelled 
the Arkansas Louisiana company to 
reduce its rates to meet this com- 
petition and threatened 
competition." 


The appeal will be taken under sub- 


mission by the courl June 24.

Tlie 1940 'swdet' girl gi-aduate ;ia 


borrowing jeweldy ideas from ' the 
South American Indians. And, like 
the Indians, she makes some of the 
jewelry liersolf. She's copying the 
Indian in unusual color combinations, 
in odd designs and in getting exotic 
ornamentation out of ordinary things 
like peanuts, beans, safety pins. She 
even fashions a gay necklace of card- 
board, plus beads she molds out of 
wax. 


She has several ways o£ preserving 


a nut or bean. -(They need a coating 
or they're likely to sprout!) She shel- 
lacs each nut or. covers it with seal- 
ing wax. She can run a lot of dried 
peas up on, a string, then dip the 
wh9le..string into clear nailpolish. But 
she'll have to wipe edges the sams 
way she smooths polish on her nails. 


To make beads out of wax, you need 


the following tools. Knitting needle, 
candle (or alchol burner),, gloss of 
cold water, heavy 
sewing needle, 


linen thread, wire and 3G inches of 
round elastic. 
.Here'? how to make, round beads 


of wax: Heating the knitting needle 
two inches from one end, press it 
into a small piece of wax, putting 
a second piece 'of. wax on top while 
the needle is hot. Revolve this slow- 
ly over the flame.. The wax is cool- 
ed, then moulded with 'fingers. Then 
to get rid of. the marks . your fing- 
ers, leave .on the .bead, just pass it 
quickly .through the flame,.then dunk 
it into cold water. 
' . ' ' • ' 


Your bead is still on the needle. 


Now, 
wipe off the water, then heat 


the needle in front of and behind 
the bead, but don't heat the bpad. 
Now, while the needle is hot, slip the 
bead off and drap it into cold water': 
For the necklace around the girl's 
neck in the illustration. '13 strings 
of round beads are required, with 
one square bend for the end of each 
string. Twenty-six .squares of carcl- 
aoard must be waxed, one cardboaid 
square to be strung on either side 
of each square bead. 


Now make a large knot at the end 


if a doubled linen thread and string 
the beads thus: ;\ cardboard square, 
one square bead, another cardboard 
square plus the other beads. The 
center string is .3V: . inches long with 
six strings on each side graduating 
to 2V. inches. Fasten 
the strings
